Priest Warns Labor -Leaders Against 

Strikes That Mean Hardship. 
- In making announcement at the 
noon service yesterday of the spe- 
cial devotional program arranged 
for.the observance of Labor day, the 
Rev. Father Willlam IF. Galvin, as- 
sistant rector of St. Mark’s Catholic 
Church, Page and Academy ave- 
nues, uttered a note of caution to 
labor leaders who were showing a 
disposition to abandon the rule of 
conservatisms for the play of radi- 
calism. He spoke of strike threats, 
which, he said, if carried into play, 
would inflict cruel punishment on 
innocent persons who had nothing 
whatever to do with the grievances 
in question. 

He specifically mentioned the 
threat to call a strike that would 
leave the entire population of St 
Leuis without its water supply and 
characterised leaders who would 
countenance such a thing. aa great- 
ly in need of counsel and guidance. 
Labor is entitied to full justice as a 
matter of right, he said, but added 
no leader should be permitted to ex- 
ercise any such power as would in- 
flict torture on any city by depriv- 
ing it of its supply of water.

MAN’S BEST FRIEND IN SIAM, 


The elephants are our chief standby 
in Siam and without them teak could 
not be worked, as it grows in such in- 
accessible places that no hauling ma- 
chine could be brought near the trees, 
says a writer in Asia. Elephants can 
climb like cats. t is marvelous to see 
them pick their way up and down steep 


slopes, Put sometimes they lose their 
foothold One of our elephants fell 
down a steep river bank last year, hit 
her head against a rock and broke her 


nec! The work of the elephants con- 
sists in \limbing up to the fallen trees 


and pushWwg or rolling them down hill 
to a spot Where it is level enough for 
dragging chains to be attached. 

Then they drag the logs down to the 
nearest floating creek, often six or 
seven miles away. An elephant can 


handle from 60 to 70 logs per season, 


which lasts from about the first of 
June till the end of February. Then 
it becomes too hot for them to work 
and they go into rest camps until the 
next rains. The elephants do their

The ele- 
phant drivers have a special! ‘“‘elephant” 
language which the animals under- 


stand—a special vocabulary with such 
terms as “push sideways,” “roll,” “pull 
out,” .“‘stop,”’ “lift your chains.” 

It is very interesting and exciting to 
watch the elephants at work in high 
water. They are magnificent swim- 
mers. When they swim from bank to 
bank, herding the logs that require 
their special attention, you see nothing 
of them except the tips of their trunks 
through which they breathe, and the 
mahouts, or drivers, who are generally 
in water up to their waists. If a big 
stack or jam breaks suddenly where 
elephants are working, they know the 
danger of being overtaken? 

They trumpet and clear off to elther 
bank or swim downstream as fast as 
they can go. I once saw an elephant 
working at the head of a jam slip off 
m rock into deep water and get swept 
under the stack. We all believed that 
he was a goner, but every now and 
then we were surprised to see his trunk 
come up through the logs, suck in a 
iong breath and disappear. The trunk 
vould reappear each time further 
cdownstreatm. He finally emerged at the 
foot of the ruch blown, but 
otherwise none the worse for his acci- 
dent. But he would not go near a pile 
of timber in high water for a year aft- 
erward. This particular work is called 
“hounding.’’—Philadelphia Ledger.
